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America has the “thinking bomb” — 
better known In GÎ jargon as the smart 
bomb — that is capable of penetrating 
any missile shield. ft was first used on 12 
May 1972 to destroy tlie Doumer Bridge 
in Hanol, the bridge over ıe Red River 
that was protected better than any other 
by Soviet nıissile batterjes.

The intelligent bomb, as the French 
dub it, has brought about a revolution on 
the battlefield, the author claims.

The laser bomb can be carried by 
aircrafl, vessel or vehicle and the only 
proviso as far as the standard version is 
concemed is ilhat the laser beam must be 
unlinterrupled from slart to finish.-lt ig 
most effective at distances of up 1o two 
kilomeires, or a mıile and a quarter. 

Since the use of the fist laser.bomb a 
new geting mêëthod has been: ovolved 
with the ald of computers and 
up-to-the-minute technology and laser 
devices can now be deployed in a 
completely unorthodox manner. .

Building trade faces 
long, cold winter 


, Cumpanies are desperately looking fur 
new contracts just to tide them over the 
winter slack period, Purchasers for 
buildings that have already been put up 
are hard lo find. Even the association has 
stated clearly and unnıistakably that 
demand for building in the Federal 
Republic is on the wane despite the fact 
that there is a housing shortage and a 
desperate need for flats to rent and small 
houses for would-be honte-owners. 

In the building industry a nıajor 
sweeping-out operation is under way, 
Finance houses lave been trying to help 
out building firms that they have always 
regarded as good customers, offering 
them lerms to keep their heads above 
water, but now their resources for lending 
are being exhausted by the Buındesbank's 
tight squeeze. 

Building companies that have been 
throwing up new houses now find that 
purchasers are difficult to find because no 
one is prepared to enter into 2 long-term 
debt at a time when interest rates are 
high. Potential homeowners are wailing 
unlil prices start to decline over the short 
or Jong tenn.

Senator Longchamban of France put the 
project to the advisory commiltee, It was 
not till ten years later tliat his idea was 
laken up by the EEC States and 
separately but simultaneously by the 
Nordic States. 

The Six could not at first agree whetlhor 
the project should be confined to the 
EEC or be more broadly based (Tlie 
Council of Europe), Jt was not till 1969 
that France concurred with the broadl- 
bused solution.

But instead of pondering over the 
vampire-llke nature of the bourgeolsle in 
his production, instead of outlining their 
grotesque and daeınonic character, their 
sexual inlılbitlons, their greed for power 
and money, instead of backing up his 
idea, Peymann only provided a number of 
scenic ideas to illustrate it. 

Instead of arguments the audience sees 
visual aphorisms. The flgures on stage are 
lifeless spectres who gyrate and gesticu- 
late for lwo hours through all the sublime 
slyfisations of the production. They 
provile no more than a large-scale 
spectral study and spectrally go to their 
ruin. 

Instead of an attack on the bourgeoisie 
the audience is presented with a stylistic 
study, reminiscences of Expressionism. 
Instead of a discussion of the play they 
are provided with an excursion into 
theatrical history. 

The evil world outside is banished from 
our minds. The figures seen in productions 
of iis type are not human beings or even 
human-like beings but ghosts, corpes or 
quotations. :

Every production is overshadowed by 
the n for a coup de grace, Ihe 
obligation to provide a contribution to 
theatre history. Producers like Claus 
Poymaun or Hans Neuenfels scem to get 
into a panic IC they read through a play 
twice without having the decisive 
brainwave which enables then to provide 
their production with its basic concep’ 
tion. 

Fear pure and simple, fear of failure 
forces them to decide on the style of a 
produclion far too prematurely, The 
patient, penetraling analysis of the script 
is abandoned and the producer commen- 
ces a grotesque monologue. 


The art of production, though an 
empirical art, becomes a higlıly competi. 
tive sport. A conception İs no longer 
called into question, only trained until it 
is brought to the peak of artistic 
perfection. 


‘The outcome is a style of drama that 
condenins itself to blindness, performan- 
ces that ate dead before the first 
rehearsals have begun. Claus Peymann 
had a wonderful brainwave when staging 


established after just one favourable 
tevlew. The write-up does not need to be 
particularly enthusiastic as long as It 
sounds favourable and appears in 
something Hke a serious newspaper. 

As soon as the review appears the 
young producer will flnd linselt besieged 
by'theatre directors whose mad search for 
talented materlal has now assumed almost 
grqlesque proportions, Talented directors 
aro paid astonishing sums — and as there 
aro not all that many of therm even the 
semi-tale nted are wooed. 

Drama crillcs lave long  played' a 
leading role in this ritual, erecting and 
uverlhrowing monuments, discovering 
geniuses and then panning them. Thoy 
Iravel indefatigably to all tlte “great 
premieres" of the “great directors" and 
afterwards write another (tet of (positive 
or negative) hagiography. 

Unwilling or unable to look at drama 
properly or adopt a4 discriminating 
attitude when describing İt, bogged down 
in their own routine, they demand 
sontething challenging, It has to be the 
“new Chekoy" or a “completely novel 
Allsumner-Night 's Dream", 

It is Ilttle wonder that both higlıly and 
seml-talented producers lose both nerve 
and sense of proportion, They, the 
powerful men of the theatre, become 
neurotic as they are constantly forced to 
prove and asserl their power. 

A conslderable proportion of subsidised 
West German theatres are currendly 
heading For lwo diamentrically opposed 
deud-ends. Some theatres, the most 

rominent example being Munich's 

esldeuztheatez, are on the point of 
abolishing direction and dramatic theory 
(in {he sense of the critical study of 
seripis) and are about to fall back into 
anarchy. Other theatres have comınitted 
themselves outright to the idea of 
direction ard are administered by terror 
— thal exerted by one man, the producer, 

The alternative would be one between 
the stupidity of lhose without ambilion 
or. the forced and unnaturql style of those

The inerease in (he number of studenls 
results in a hectic atmosphore, Last year 
the studont population rose by almost 
cloven per cent. The number of 
newly-registered students rose over lhe 
same period by as much as fifteen per 
cent. Today there aro nimost 660,000 
students in the Fedoral Repubilc and 
West Berlin, 160,000 of ttien freshers. 

The cxtent of the problem can only be 
surveyed when the increasing nunıber of 
siudents 8 added to the increasing 
number of would-be students who have 
had to be rejected as ı1 result of entry 
restrictions İn their subject.

Researchers suggest that miscarriages 
can be forecast 


he course of a pregnancy and tlhe 

development of lhe entbryo can now 
bo forecast with a fair degree of certainty. 
The two hormones choriongonadotropin 
and progeslorone are secrcled in the 
Initial stage of pregnancy’. Their waste 
preducls van be traced in the urine by 
means of chemical {ests and this is 
frequenlly the basis of pregnancy tests. 

A research project backed by the 
Research Association and conducted at & 
nunıber of women's hospitals in this 
country has revealed that these two 
hormones can supply important inforna- 
tion about the future course of the 
pregnaucy. It can be forecast with a 
relatively high degree of certainty 
whether the mother is going to have û 
miscarriage for instance. 


Cancer is a disease that eslablishes Hs 
own system bY means of a number of 
different factors. Pathology, nuclear 
medicine, inmu nology, toxicology, viro- 
logy, cell research and radiology all 
attempt Lo cormtb at {is system. 

it Is still impossible to say when the 
disease will finally be stamped out but 
the meeting In Schwetzingen made It 
clear that advances have beerı made In the 
various branches of cancer research, 

So far the public has been largely 
unaware of the fact that carcinogens 
occur in nature aS well as in industrial 
waste products. Cancer-producing sub» 
stances have been found In plants for 
exqunple, 

Professor Dietricl: Schmiih1, head of the 
ioxleology and chemotherapy tlepart- 
ment at the Heidelberg-based National 
Canter Research Centre, also mentioned 
two other possibilitics that could lead to 
the emergence of cancer. 

Cancer could be produced from the 
inter-reac lion of two harmless chemical 
compounds in thre stonaclı, Secondly, the 
cacer gent could be transferred rom ai1 
expeclant mother to the child in her 
womb, [n some cases therefore the cause 
of the disease must be traced back to he 
embryo stage. 

Tlie prime uim of toxicology must be 
the development of preventive measures 
against carcinogens from the environ 
ment. This Is a realistic aim as there dre 
already cases where cancer has been 
wiped oul as an irıdustrlal disease — 
among chemical workers for instance. 

As we have cancer-producing 
substances within us and are exposed to 
their influence from wilhout, how is it 
that we manage to survive at all? The 
answer is the immunological system w{th 
which we are all equipped. 

The imımunological system consists of 
two complicated subsystems which 
protect us from cancer. Hereditary

connection with the analy'sis of the form 
of the heart: and circulation and 
painstaking observation of the pulse, 
enables doctors to diagnose pathological 
changes at an early stage. 

The difficulties arising in connection 
with the functioning of the heart result 
from the fact thai the size of the heart 
depends on both changes in the heart 
muscle and damage to the connective 
issu. 

As long as the muscles are healthy’, the 

remaina strong .even . when it .is 
inereasing in size a4 4 result.of connective 
tissue being destroyed. On the other 
hand, onte the muscles are damaged, the 
strength of the heart can flag without any 
change in heart volume, 

The knowledge gained in recent yenrs 
about the volume .of healthy and diseased 
hearts has enablod researchers to develop 
simple X-ray methods to judge nccurately 
whether or not patients arc suffering 
fron heart disoase. 

„Further tests will be nocessary before 
wo see the uses of simplified heart X-ray 
diagnosis in practice. As with.all metlıods 
of preventive medicine, its applicability 
depends on both rnedical'criteria, suoh aS 
the incidences of uncerisin findings or 
undiagnosed conditions, aid costs. The 
Berlin researchers have made no mention 
tf the money invélved. Ik

Riarhers from the Charité Hospital 
run by the Humboldt University’, 
Berlin, have tested the applicability of 
heart X-rays in preventive medicine in 
order to avoid Ihe complex cardiologlcal 
examinations normally required when 
tracking down diseases .of the heart and 
circulation.

Accordiug to ‘the Medicel Tribune, ulne 
criteria were employed in the computer 
pleture analysis.

Neurologist proposes 
brain surgery 
for addicts 


NMI embers of the Kassel-based Acnde- 
my of Criminologlcal Researclı 
believe that they now have a cure for 
cases of alcoholics and drug addiction 
that were once considered lnopeless. 

Professor Fritz Roeder, the Göttingen 
neurologisl, spoke at the Academy of n 
method he lind developed Involving brain 
surgery, In cases where conventional 
methods lave had no effect, a relatively 
safe operation cold be carried out to 
neulcalise the pat of the brain 
responsible for addiction. 

“After nany years of experiments on 
animals as well as a number of hospital 
trials, our method can be considered 
safe," Professor Rocder claimed. “Our 
research has revealed that dependence on 
drugs or alcohol ussumes tlie proportions 
of a natural urge after a certain period 
and, like «the sexual drive or the urge to 
eal, is controlled by a certain brain 
centre, Neutrallsing lus centre, which is 
no more then fifty cubic millimetres in 
volume, will cure tle patient for all 
time,” 

Professor Rocder’s ‘“steteotaclic wOr- 
king group" — named afier a metod 
developed by Amerlkcan scientists to 
probe varlous regions of the brain — has 
already becn able to cisim a number of 
successes by curing a nunıber of addicts 
who aways relurned to drugs after 
‘treatment and would probably have 
dmgged themselve to death if they had 
been allowed. 

The fact that sexual offenders have liad 
brain operations to rid them of thelr sex 
drive led the 1eam of Göttingen

Ballic for twelve years perished in 
Kiel Bay on 20 and 21 Sepiember, An 
estimated four million cod, fHounclers and 
smelt cane lo grief between Kiel and 
Eckemfirde, Twelve miles of bench were 
covered with dead fish. 

In all probability their death was 
occasioned by an acute Shortage Of 
oxygen in the Batlle, The camage did nol 
cone to an end until the afternoon of lhe 
second day, wien rain and gusts of wind 
boosted the amount of uxygen in the 
Water. 

Professor Grasshofl of the department 
of oceanology at Kiel University remains 
sceptical, “It could welt be,” he surmised, 
“that what we have just experienced will 
prove to be a permanent slate of affairs in 
the Baltic.” 

The influence of chemicals may not, 
Professor Grasshoff feels, have been 
direclly to blame, but the cffluent 
pumped into the Baltic is nevertheless 
partly responsible.

Mounting crime rate threatens 
the bases of our society 


ed. Women rald banks. Officials from the 
law-abiding sections of the community 
join up with criminals, amateurs make 
100,000-Mark coups. 

The İiilnes of demarcation belween 
law-abiding cilizens and members of {he 
underworld have become blurred, Honour- 
able people in business become tax 
cvaders and swindlers in business, 
Wrongdoers constantly get younger, and 
even cluildren have jolned the vast army 
of criminals in the country.

"These are horrifying statistics, indicat. 
ing that law and order leave much bo be 
desired ln (he sevenlles. Estimates af 
crime in 1980 are gloomicr. Then it is 
cxpectecd that between Flensburg and 
Constance there will be eleven assaults 
causing grievous bodily lıarm daily, every 
ten minutes a cause of blackmail or 
tobbery, every three minutes a car will be 
slolen aııd cases of theft and breaking and 
entering will be taking place every few 
seconds, 

These are the kind of prophecies that 
take away one's zeal for eating A hearty 
breakfast and couse sleepless nights. 

This was not the intention of Cologne 
poli official Hans Werner F[auacher in 
his book Tatort Deutschland (Scene of 
the Crime ~ Germany) which is lo be 
published by Gustav Lûbbe Yerlag, 
Bergisch-Gladbach. 

His intention was quite the opposite in 
fuct. He wants to point out to each and 
every one of us {he increase in crime that 
tlreatens our society, a crime rale that 
will increase daily unless some thing is 
done aboltt it. 

According to Hans-Werner Hantacler 
tlıis country, by 1980, will have tlıe same 
crime problems as America.

murders in America, 37,270 assaults, 
348,380 robberies, almost (wo million 
cases of theft over Tifty dollars, over two 
milllon cases of breaking-in, 920,000 car 
thefts and so or and so on.

For page after page Hamacher gives fact 
after fact. According 1o Hanıacher 
technical developments have done a great 
deal to assist criminals as well as crime as 
depicted in the media. This applies in 
parllcular as regards major cases of 
tobbery and theft and an immeasureable 
percentage of crime that is affected by 
television progranınes. 

The audio-visual centre in Hildesheim 
headed by Professor Heinrichs, for 
înstancê, noled that in one week in 1972 
there were 103 murders, 52 serious 
brawls, 27 shootings, 26 injuries from 
Flrearms anıl eight robberies on TV.
